Felicia Warburg Rogan has culti¬ 
vated some of the finest wine in 
Virginia at her Oakencroft Winery 
in Charlottesville, for which she 
will soon receive fhe sfafe's mosf 
prestigious honor for winemakers, 
fhe Gordon Murchie Lifetime 
Achievemenf Award. Jusf as care¬ 
fully as she has fended her vine¬ 
yard, Mrs. Rogan has puf fogefher a 
superb collecfion of British sporting 
arf. On November 13, 2008, fhe 
Nafional Sporting Library honored 
Mrs. Rogan for her generous dona- 
fion of imporfanf Brifish sporting 
paintings wifh a formal dinner for 
invifed guesfs in fhe Founders' 
Room. 

Mrs. Rogan's collecfion of fiffeen 
paintings spans fhe 19fh and 20fh 
cenfuries and feafures fop works by 
Brifish masfers including Sir Alfred 
J. Munnings; John Emms; John F.

In 2002, Mrs. Rogan announced 
her infenfion fo donafe sixfeen 
paintings fo fhe Library as a bequesf. 
This year, affer selling her 
Oakencroff Esfafe, Mrs. Rogan made 
fhe decision fo give fiffeen of fhe 
paintings fo fhe Library, wifh one 
work by Munnings remaining as a 
bequesf. 

Mrs. Rogan has been active as an 
arf collector for almosf four decades. 
"I began my Collecfion of Brifish 
Sporting Paintings in fhe early 
1970's and boughf many of fhem 
from Richard Green in London," 
reflecfed Mrs. Rogan. "I have always 
loved Munnings and my favorite is 


one which I still have of Mares in a 
Field [Rose, Wildbird, Peggy, and 
Stockings in a Pasture], Buf I also dis¬ 
covered George Wrighf and John 
Emms and fhe Sporting Library has 
my wonderful one of Hounds in a 
Stable [Foxhounds and a Terrier in a 
Stable Interior] - always greafly 
admired and fhe besf of all fhe Emms 
I have seen. I am so happy fhaf fhe 
Collecfion is all fogefher af fhe 
Sporting Library and over fhe years 
will be seen by admirers of fhese 
fhree arfisfs." 

The Library commemorafed fhe 
historic giff by hosting a dinner 
attended by Mrs. Rogan, fhe 
Library's Board of Directors, fhe Ivy 
Circle, and ofher special guesfs. 
Jacqueline B. Mars, Vice Chairman of 
fhe Board, generously sponsored fhe 
eleganf dinner.

CEO and Manuel H. Johnson, 
Chairman of the Board of Directors, 
thanked Mrs. Rogan for her gener¬ 
ous gift. 

Taking the podium, Mrs. Rogan 
expressed her enthusiasm for the 
Library and the Museum of Sporting 
Art at Vine Hill. Mrs. Rogan encour¬ 
aged those in attendance to follow 
her example - set by her establish¬ 
ment of the Felicia Warburg Rogan 
Sporting Art Initiative in 2002 - by 
donating fine works of sporting art 
to the Library. 

Sir Alfred J. Munnings (1878- 
1959), who is considered the premier 
equestrian painter of the 20th centu¬ 
ry, painted three of the works in the 
Rogan Collection. Munnings com¬ 
posed hundreds of works during his 
career and also directed the British 
Royal Academy for five years from 
1944-49. One of the two Munnings' 
paintings currently on view at the 
Library, Shrimp with Ponies in the 
Ringland Hills near Norwich, was 
painted in 1911 and depicts the 
young Gypsy boy tending sleek, 
contented ponies in a sunlit field. 
During the summer of that year, 
Munnings painted a number of can¬ 
vases of ponies in a sandpit in 
Ringland Hills in Norwich. The 
white pony in the Rogan painting

closely resembles those that appear 
throughout the Ringland Hills pic¬ 
tures, including a portrait in the Sir 
Alfred Munnings Museum in 
Dedham, England, titled Augereau 
(1911). Munnings wrote that 
"Augereau was the most picturesque 
of white ponies - an artist's ideal." 
The summer heat Munnings 
described in his writings is well-con¬ 
veyed by the halo of brushstrokes 
surrounding the blazing sun near the 
upper left corner of the canvas. 

Although best known for his por¬ 
trayal of fiery Thoroughbred race¬ 
horses and staid hunters, Munnings 
provides a sensitive portrayal of two 
draft horses in Percherons and Farm 


Hands in a Barn Interior. Munnings 
sculpts the full barrel of the white 
Percheron with cool, mossy green 
shadows. Narrow slivers of sunlight 
project onto the rough barn walls. 

The two Munnings paintings are 
the first by this artist to be acquired 
by the Library for its permanent col¬ 
lection. In 2008, the Library's very 
popular exhibition. Reflections on a 
Life with Horses: Paintings by Sir 
Alfred Munnings from the Paul Mellon 
Collection at the Yale Center for British 
Art, attracted hundreds of visitors, 
and Munnings was the focus of the 
Library's inaugural symposium last 
February. A third painting by 
Munnings, Rose, Wildbird, Peggy, and 
Stockings in a Pasture, will be given to 
the Library by Mrs. Rogan as a 
bequest. It is a significant work in the 
artist's oeuvre, as Munnings dis¬ 
cussed it in his autobiography. The 
Second Burst. 

Another renowned English ani¬ 
mal painter from the generation 
before Munnings, John Emms (1841- 
1912), painted Foxhounds and a Terrier 
in a Stable Interior (illustrated on the 
cover of the Spring 2008 newsletter) 
and Gone to Ground—A Grey Hunter 
with Foxhounds and a Terrier. The first 
canvas is an almost life-size portray¬ 
al of foxhounds at rest in a large box 
stall accompanied by a perky white 
Jack Russell terrier. Reuter remarked 
that, "Today, Jolm Emms is the most 
sought after hound painter of any 
nationality and his work is rarely 
dated...If there is a finer example 
anywhere of his work, I have yet in 
my career to see it." 

The second Emms painting 
depicts a patient gray hunter, sur¬ 
rounded by hounds and a terrier, 
awaiting its rider who has apparent¬ 
ly ventured into the brush. Mrs. 
Rogan also contributed two framed 
sets of vignettes - one of foxhunting 
and one of farmyard animals by the 
British artist John F. Herring, Jr., 
(1820-1907). 

The remaining nine works record 
scenes of foxhunting. Lionel 
Edwards (1878-1966), perhaps the 
most noted twentieth-century British 
sporting artist after Munnings, 
painted The Quorn, showing mount¬ 
ed foxhunters thundering across the 
celebrated hunting territory in the 
county of Leicestershire, England. It 
is the first oil painting by Edwards in 
the Library's collection.

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Frederick M.M. Warburg with the 
Middleburg Hunt at Goose Creek and 
Middleburg Hunt, Full Cry with the 
Blue Ridge in the Distance by British 
artist, Michael Lyne (1912-1989), 
each relate to Mrs. Rogan's family's 
historical ties to Middleburg. Her 
uncle, Frederick M.M. Warburg, son 
of prominenf New York banker, 
Felix M. Warburg, purchased fwo 
parcels of land in Middleburg in fhe 
1930's, esfablishing Snake Hill Farm 
(fhe land today is owned by fhe 
Goodsfone Inn). Warburg broughf 
Lyne fo fhe Unifed Sfafes in 1949 fo 
painf foxhunfing composifions, 
including fwo scenes of fhe 
Middleburg Hunf. Warburg himself 
appears on horseback in fhe Goose 
Creek picfure, a scene recognizable 
fo fhose familiar wifh Middleburg 
Hunf ferrifory along Foxcroff Road. 

A series of six painfings by 
Brifish arfisf, George Wrighf (1860- 
1942) [At the Kennels; Out of Reach, A 
Fox at Bay on a High Wall; Closing In; 
fwo works fifled A Treed Fox; and In 
on the Death] documenfs fhe pursuif 
of a fox. Bofh George Wrighf and 
his brofher, Gilberf, worked as illus- 
frafors early in fheir careers, and 
fheir works were published in cal¬ 
endars and cafalogs. All buf one of 
fhe Wrighf painfings in fhe Rogan 
donafion were painted en grisaille 
(black-and-white) and may have 
served as illusfrafions. The group of 
Wrighf painfings also includes a 
full-color composifion of A Treed 
Fox. 

Mrs. Rogan's remarkable collec¬ 
tion of painfings graced fhe walls of 
fhe Founders' Room as a frue feasf 
for fhe eyes. Thaf evening, Reufer 
concluded his remarks abouf Mrs. 
Rogan's hisforic donafion by say¬ 
ing, "So, Felicia, I fake my haf off fo 
you. Ever on fhe cuffing edge, you 
are among fhe firsf fo recognize fhe 
imporfance of fhe Nafional 
Sporfing Library and our new 
museum as a repository for fhe 
painfings fhaf celebrafe fhe counfry 
life fhaf we all love, and are so for- 
funafe fo live. Your generosify will 
nof only bring greaf joy fo fhis com- 
munify forever, buf will ensure fhaf 
fhis insfifufion will guard sporfing 
arf's righfful place in bofh fhe hisfo- 
ry of arf and of human culfure." 

The Rogan painfings are currenf- 
ly on display in fhe Daniels Reading 
Room af fhe Library. 


The Story of Harness Racing 
by Currier St Ives 
to Open on March 13

The Harness Racing Museum and Hall of Fame, Goshen, N.Y . 

On Friday, March 13, a collecfion of rare, original Currier & Ives lifho- 
graphs will be on display af fhe Nafional Sporfing Library. The exhibition, 
enfifled The Story of Harness Racing by Currier & Ives, will be feafured in fhe 
Forresf E. Mars, Sr., Exhibif Hall fhrough Friday, July 3, 2009. 

This exhibif is on loan from fhe Harness Racing Museum & Hall of Fame, 
locafed in Goshen, N.Y. Goshen, a colonial village known as "The Cradle of 
fhe Trotter," is fhe birfhplace of froffing. Today, fhe sporf is known as harness 
racing; ifs horses are Sfandardbreds. The museum's brillianf showcase cele¬ 
brates harness racing's history and heroes. The Harness Racing Museum is 
home fo fhe world's largesf collection of Currier & Ives froffing prinfs, and ifs 
educational and inferacfive exhibifs are dedicated fo fhe preservation and 
promotion of America's firsf pasfime. This is fhe firsf loaned exhibition fhaf 
fhe Library has received from fhe Harness Racing Museum. The Library is 
actively building relafionships wifh insfifufions such as fhe Harness Racing 
Museum in planning fufure exhibifions af fhe Museum of Sporfing Arf af Vine 
Hill. 

This show of more fhan fhirfy original lifhographs feafures a selection from 
fhe Harness Racing Museum's main collection. If is sponsored by granfs 
from: fhe Pafricia S. Winder Fund; fhe CTW Foundation, Inc.; fhe Thomas W. 
and Florence T. Murphy Fund of fhe New York Communify Trusf, fhe Sfafe of 
New York; and fhe Agriculfure and New York Sfafe Horse Breeding 
Developmenf Fund. 

The more lifhographs illusfrafe, in an arfful way, harness racing's impor- 
fanf rote in American culfure and hisfory. Prinfs depicfing greaf froffing 
horses, bucolic mid-19fh cenfury scenes and comedic advenfures convey a 
picfuresque view of Americana prior fo fhe advenf and developmenf of 
phofography. 
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Mrs. Henry Weldon Donates Dutch Painting; 

Dr. Arthur K. Wheelock, ]r., to Lecture on February 21 



The National Sporting Library 
received a generous donation by 
Mrs. Henry Weldon of New York of 
a sevenfeenfh-cenfury Dufch painf- 
ing. Horse in a Landscape, by fhe arfisf 
Abraham van Calraef (1642-1722). 
Painfed circa 1690, fhis oil on panel 
work is fhe oldesf painfing in fhe 
Library's permanenf collection. The 
arfisf has porfrayed a dark brown 
horse againsf a dramafic landscape 
of cliffs beside fhe ocean. A sky bil¬ 
lows wifh cumulus clouds above fhe 
horse, which is shown in fhree-quar- 
fer view sfanding afop a plafeau in 
fhe foreground. Jan and Willem Jan 
Hoogsfeder suggesfed in a recenf 
publication fhaf fhe landscape is 
Ifalian. The seaside landscape and 
ruins in fhe background are indeed 
reminiscenf of fhe area near fhe Bay 
of Naples. 

Abraham van Calraef painfed in 
fhe cify of Dordrechf in Soufh 
Holland, a porf known for ifs ship¬ 
building indusfry. Though little is 
known abouf Calraef's life, fhe sub- 
jecf maffer of his work is similar fo 
fhaf of his more famous confempo- 
rary and probable feacher, Aelberf 
Cuyp (1620-1691). Bofh arfisfs painf¬ 
ed fhe Dufch landscape and images 
of horses and ofher livesfock appear 
frequenfly in fheir work. Calraef's 
painfings have been misfakenly 
affribufed fo Cuyp, since Calraef 
often signed his works wifh fhe 
same initials, AC. Alfhough fhe 
Weldon painfing is signed A. Cuyp, a 
number of scholars have confirmed 
ifs aufhorship by Calraef. 

Calraef likely composed his 
works from life skefches. An almosf 
idenfical brown horse appears in 
Two Horses in a Landscape, in fhe 
Kunsfhandel Hoogsfeder & 
Hoogsfeder in The Hague, 
Nefherlands. In fhe Hague picfure, 
fhe dark brown horse sfands head- 
fo-fail wifh a chesfnuf horse againsf 
a Dufch landscape wifh windmills in 
fhe background. 

The painfing is unusual in fhaf if 
was enlarged by additions fo fhe 
panel above and fo fhe righf of fhe 
horse. "Additions are nof all fhaf 
common in Dufch arf, buf fhey do 
exisf," said Wheelock. "Very little is

known abouf fhe reasons for doing 
if, alfhough I can imagine fhaf fhere 
were a wide range of reasons. In 
fhis case if seems fo have been large¬ 
ly fo provide an afmospheric 
ambiance for fhe horse." 

Mrs. Weldon and her lafe hus¬ 
band, Henry (who was born in The 
Nefherlands), collecfed Dufch and 
Flemish painfings for more fhan four 
decades. The Calraef horse was 
exhibifed in 1999 af fhe Walfers Arf 
Gallery in Baltimore, Md., as parf of 
fhe exhibifion. An Eye for Detail: 17th- 
century Dutch and Flemish Paintings 
from the Collection of Henry H. Weldon. 

"Alfhough fhe Calraef painfing 
cannof be labeled a sporting painfing 
ipso facto if is none fhe less a fine 
example of a skillfully-execufed oil 
heralding fhe imporfance of animals 
in arf in Wesfern culfure," said fhe 
Library's Curafor of Fine Arfs, F. 
Turner, Reufer, Jr. "In fhis confexf ifs 
acquisifion fifs nicely wifhin fhe mis¬ 
sion sfafemenf of our library and 
new museum." Presidenf & CEO, 
Nancy H. Parsons, added, "We are 
fhrilled fo have fhis lovely Dufch 
painfing for fhe Library's collection 


and we fhank Mrs. Weldon for her 
generous giff." 

To celebrafe fhe arrival of Mrs. 
Weldon's donation of Horse in a 
Landscape fo fhe Library, Arfhur 
Wheelock will place fhis delighfful 
painfing in fhe confexf of seven¬ 
feenfh-cenfury Dufch arf and culfure 
in his upcoming lecfure, "Horses, 
Windmills and Skafers: Images of 
Pleasure and Purpose in fhe Dufch 
Republic." The lecfure will occur af 2 
p.m. af fhe Library on Safurday, 
February 21 as parf of fhe Public 
Lecfure Series. Wheelock will 
explore fhe ways in which fhe Dufch 
found bofh delighf and warnings 
abouf human behavior in fhe games 
and sporfs fhaf fhey so enjoyed. 

Since 1975, Wheelock has served 
as Curafor of Norfhern Baroque 
Painfing af fhe National Gallery of 
Arf in Washingfon, D.C., and is also a 
Professor of Arf Hisfory af fhe 
Universify of Maryland in College 
Park, Md. Aufhor of numerous books 
on Dufch painfing, he has also organ¬ 
ized a number of major exhibitions, 
including Gods, Saints, & Heroes: 
Dutch Painting in the Age of Rembrandt 
(1980); Johannes Vermeer (1995); and 
Aelbert Cuyp (2001).

Amy Freund Explores Elunting 
Symbolism in French Eighteenth- 
Century Portraiture 

In the modern world, hunting 
sports are open to everyone. But in 
eighteenth-century France, only the 
king, his family, and members of fhe 
nobilify had fhe righf fo hunf. In her 
Roundfable lecfure af fhe Library on 
December 13, 2008, Portraiture and 
the Culture of the Hunt in Eighteenth 
Century France, Amy Freund, Ph.D., 
a John H. Daniels Fellow, illusfrafed 
how French noblemen (and women) 
commissioned arfisfs fo include 
hunting imagery in fheir porfraifs fo 
underscore fheir position in relafion 
fo fhe monarchy. 

Freund is an Assisfanf Professor 
of Arf History af Texas Chrisfian 
Universify in Forf Worfh, Tex., and

was in residence af fhe Library for 
four monfhs. Freund earned her 
docforafe in Arf History from fhe 
Universify of California af Berkeley 
and has spenf exfensive time in 
France. She held a two-year Andrew 
W. Mellon Postdoctoral Fellowship 
at the Center for Advanced Sfudy in 
fhe Visual Arfs af fhe Naftonal 
Gallery of Arf in Washingfon, D.C., 
in 2006-2008. 

Her inferesf in hunfing imagery 
arose from her disserfafion, 
"Revolutionary Likenesses: Porf- 
raifure and Polifics in France, 1789- 
1804." Influenced by fhe ideas of fhe 
Enlighfenmenf, Revolutionary por- 
fraifure emphasized fhe sitter's com¬ 
munion wifh nafure or infellecfual 
pursuifs. 


Freund revealed fhaf earlier por- 
fraifure from fhe French monarchy - 
in sfark confrasf fo fhe 
Revolutionary period - conveyed 
such fhemes of domination and 
power as fhe individual's milifary 
acumen, political prowess, and hunf¬ 
ing pursuifs. Some individuals chose 
fo be porfrayed wifh or commis¬ 
sioned porfraifs of fheir hunfing 
dogs, while ofhers were shown wifh 
fheir shofguns and dead game. Only 
fhe nobilify could participate in fhe 
sporf of mounted sfag hunfing. 
Freund illusfrafed in her lecfure a 
remarkable porfraif of Queen Marie 
Anfoineffe in Ausfrian milifary cos- 
fume riding asfride a horse during a 
sfag hunf. During a period of 
Anglomania in fhe 1770's and 1780's, 
many porfraifs depicted noblemen 
donning Brifish hunfing affire in 
emulation of fhe emerging foxhunf- 
ing culfure in England. In her lec¬ 
fure, Freund discussed fhe works of 
such arfisfs as Alexandre-Frangois 
Desporfes (1661-1743), Jean-Bapfisfe 
Sanferre (1651-1717), Jean-Marc 
Nattier (1685-1766), and animal 
painfer Jean-Bapfisfe Oudry (1686- 
1755). 

The Library's French books on 
hunfing, dogs, and horses (many 
from fhe Daniels Collection) provid¬ 
ed Freund insighf fo eighfeenfh-cen- 
fury fhoughf on hunfing, wifh pre¬ 
vailing ideas of man's dominion 
over ofher animals and nafure, 
which paralleled fhe monarchy's 
aufhorify over ifs subjecfs. Some 
books yielded surprises. While 
perusing fhe Almanack de Chasseur, a 
rare freafise on hunfing published in 
1773, Freund discovered a lisf of 
male and female dog names 
inscribed in an eighfeenfh-cenfury 
hand on fhe book's endpapers. 

Freund will incorporate her 
research info a chapter in her forfh- 
coming book. Portraiture and Politics 
in Revolutionary France, 1789-1804. 

English Professor Susan McHugh 
Traces the Evolution of Women 
Riders 

Susan McHugh, Ph.D., spenf fhe 
monfh of November af fhe Library 
as a John H. Daniels Fellow during 
a sabbatical from her teaching posi- 


fion in fhe Deparfmenf of English af 
fhe Universify of New England in 
Maine. She researched fhe fopic, 
"Velvef Revolufions: Girls, Horses, 
and Stories of Professional Sporfs," 
exploring fhe evolufion and por- 
frayal of women's participation in 
jumping sporfs. 

McHugh has ridden horses all 
her life and foxhunfed as a feenager 
wifh fhe former Winnimussef

Hounds in New Brainfree, Mass. 
During her doctoral sfudy af 
Purdue Universify in Indiana, 
McHugh began examining animal- 
fhemed novels while writing her 
disserfafion. She became infrigued 
wifh a recurring sforyline in fwenfi- 
efh-cenfury equesfrian liferafure, 
fhaf of woman and horse fraining 
for an imporfanf race in which fhe 
female profagonisf is barred from 
compefifion or official vicfory. "If 
does seem odd fo have fhis story of 
a girl and horse who can'f be fhe 
acfual winners of fhe race," 
remarked McHugh. "In acfualify, 
women were barred from [high- 
sfakes race] riding in England until 
fhe 1970's." 

There are very few early images 
and accounfs of women riding 
prior fo fhe 1700's, wifh one 
remarkable illusfrafion of Queen 
Elizabefh I of England on horseback 
depicfed in a woodcuf in fhe 
Library's 1611 edition of George 
Turberville's The Booke of Falconrie 
or Hawking. "In fhe hisforical

"By 1979, I had faken over 
fhe reins of fhe Red Fox Inn, where I 
hung my growing invenfory in fhe 
dining rooms. Buf as a young arf 
dealer, I was frusfrafed by fhe lack of 
published material on America's 
sporting arfisfs, especially fhose less¬ 
er-known arfisfs whose works were 
available to me." Alexander 
Mackay-Smifh, co-founder and fhen 
Chairman of fhe Board of fhe 
Library, was among fhose who sup¬ 
ported Reuter's writing ambifions.

Johnson and all of fhe book pafrons 
who made fhis publicafion possible. 
The Library wishes to acknowledge

Reufer began his lecfure by recall¬ 
ing his childhood on fhe family farm, 
Glensfone, in Aldie, Va. Reufer cred¬ 
ited his grandfafher, Frifz Reufer, 
and his parenfs. Dr. F. Turner and 
Nancy Reufer, for instilling in him a 
love of bofh sporting life and arf. 
"Bofh my parenfs and grandparenfs 
commissioned paintings of fheir 
sfandouf animals. If was probably 
my love for fhese paintings fhaf led 


fo my lifelong passion for sporting 
arf." 

Reuter's active involvemenf in fhe 
sporfing communify led fo his infro- 
ducfion fo collecfors. "I was firsf 
exposed fo imporfanf privafe collec- 
fions while fraveling as a young jock¬ 
ey. Affer sfeeplechase meefings, 
owners, frainers, and riders were 
offen invifed fo parfies af grand 
houses such as Monfpelier in Orange 
[Va.] and Rolling Rock Club [in 
Ligonier, Pa.]. In places like fhese, 
fhe rooms were fhick wifh bofh 
paintings and sculpfure fhaf cele¬ 
brated fhe sporfing life fhaf I knew 
so well." He mef major sporfing arf 
collecfors in fhe Middleburg area, 
including Paul Mellon, George 
Ohrsfrom, Joan Irvine Smifh, and 
Harry Peters. Reufer broadened his

knowledge of sporting art while 
studying at the University of Exeter in 
England, where he had the opportuni¬ 
ty to familiarize himself with sporting 
art masterpieces in museums and pri¬ 
vate collections. 

"The title Animal and Sporting 
Artists in America reflects my belief 
that animal and sporting art are insep¬ 
arable," explained Reuter. "So while 
sporting art could be considered 
depictions of man pursuing game, 
and include racing, polo, field trialing, 
and other games and competitions 
involving animals, my definition 
would also include images of animals 
in urban settings, animals in interiors, 
portraits of people with animals, cer¬ 
tain landscapes, and some still-life 
and genre pictures." 

Animal and Sporting Artists in 
America contains 2,384 biographies of 
artists born before 1936 who depicted 
sporting or animal subjects. In his lec¬ 
ture, Reuter traced the history of ani¬ 
mal and sporting art in America and 
illustrated works by some of the 
artists featured in his book. Many of 
the first examples of American paint¬ 
ings of animals documented the flora 
and fauna of the New World as scien¬ 
tific record, such as a painting of a 
Land Crab from 1585 by English artist, 
John White, and Mark Catesby's early 
18th-century images of plants and ani¬ 
mals indigenous to Virginia and the 
Carolinas. Beginning with John James 
Audubon in the early 19th-century, 
artists "...moved from static, two- 
dimensional images of animals to the 
fully-developed figures set in liiglily- 
detailed landscapes." 

The image gracing the cover of the 


book, Thomas Hewes Hinckley's 
Day's Bag (1846), showing a brace of 
setters with grouse and woodcock, 
was chosen partly because it was 
painted at the dawn of what Reuter 
calls the "Golden Age of Sporting 
Artists" (1830-1950). The beginning of 
tliis Age was heralded by the growth 
of urban population and rise of the 
middle class, leading to the romanti¬ 
cizing of country life in art and litera¬ 
ture. In the remainder of liis lecture, 
Reuter highlighted sporting artists 
from this period, many of wliich are 
represented by works in the Library's 
collections, such as Alvan Fisher, 
Henri DeLattre, Herbert Haseltine, 
and Edward Troye. Yet he also intro¬ 
duced the audience to works by great 
masters of American art, such as 
Albert Bierstadt, Winslow Homer, 
George Bellows, George Caleb 
Bingham, Thomas Eakins, and John 
Singer Sargent. Although these artists 
are better known for works in other 
genres, nevertheless, these may too be 
considered sporting artists. 

Reuter's book is intended not just 
for the art connoisseur, but for those 
who love country living and its pas¬ 
times. "Tliis book is dedicated to the 
country way of life," Reuter pro¬ 
claimed. "Whether you are a farmer 
or foxhunter, whether you simply 
have pets or just enjoy feeding the 
birds, we all share a responsibility, we 
are all stewards of the land."

record, women are mentioned as 
hunting in the eighteenth century," 
McHugh explained. "There are 
many records of aristocrats bending 
the rules and there doesn't seem to 
be a prohibition against women 
riding." 

One topic that figures promi¬ 
nently in McHugh's research is 
ladies sidesaddle riding. McHugh 
cited several works in the 
Library's collections, including 
John Allen's Principles of Modern 
Riding for Ladies (1825), Mrs. 
Stirling Clarke's The Habit and the 
Horse (1857), and Lida Fleitmann 
Bloodgood's The Saddle of Queens 
(1959) which describe women's 
riding habits and demonstrate that 
women attained very high levels 
of training in the sidesaddle. In 
analyzing nineteenth-century 
manuals of riding, McHugh traced 
an increase in social acceptability 
of women riders throughout the 
century linked to clothing innova¬ 
tions, such as the safety skirt and 
breeches that could be worn under 
riding habits. By the late nine¬ 
teenth and early twentieth centu¬ 
ry, it became fashionable for 
young girls to begin their training 
astride, even if they learned 
sidesaddle later. 

Sporting novels also provided 
McHugh a glimpse into attitudes 
towards women riders. She 
praised the Library's rich collec¬ 
tion of foxhunting novels by 
Robert Surtees and by Edith 
Somerville & Martin Ross, as well 
as some unexpected finds, such as 
Hawley Smart's Cleverly Won. A 
Romance of the Grand National 
(1887), a National Velvet-type 
story in which the female heroine 
trains a horse to compete in 
England's Grand National steeple¬ 
chase, but only her boyfriend rides 
the horse in the race. 

McHugh intends to publish her 
research as a chapter in her 
upcoming book, tentatively titled 
Animal Narratives: Forms of Species 
and Social Agents. In addition to 
writing on equestrian sports, she 
has authored the book. Dog, (2004) 
as part of Reaktion Books' Animal 
series. 
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Falconry Event Delights Visitors 


On November 1, 2009, the 
National Sporting Library hosted its 
first children's program of fhe 
Safurday Public Lecfure Series, 
Falconry: An Introduction to a Royal 
Sport. This specfacular even! was 
organized by local falconer Barbara 
duPonf of The Plains, Va., and 
involved parficipafion by several 
members of fhe Virginia Falconers 
Associafion and fheir birds. More 
fhan fiffy children and fheir families 
lisfened fo falconer Lee Chichesfer's 
informafive falk on fhe fronf portico 
of fhe Library and lafer wifnessed a

flying demonsfrafion in fhe fields of 
fhe nearby Hill School. Chichesfer 
lives wifh her husband. Jack Russell, 
in Meadows-of-Dan in soufhwesf- 
ern Virginia. 

The sporf of falconry involves 
hunting quarry using rapfors - 
predatory birds - including falcons, 
hawks, and kesfrels. Falconry origi- 
nafed in China around 2200 B.C.E. 
and lafer spread fo fhe Middle Easf 
and Europe. Cenfuries ago, only 
kings and fhe nobilify had fhe priv¬ 
ilege of owning falcons. 

Today you do nof need fo be roy- 
alfy fo enjoy fhis ancienf sporf. 
There are over 4000 licensed falcon¬ 


ers in fhe United Sfafes. As Lee 
Chichesfer explained fo fhe audi¬ 
ence, anyone may become a falcon¬ 
er if he/she is willing fo underfake 
fhe fraining and cerfificafion. In fhe 
Sfafe of Virginia, one musf complefe 
a fwo-year apprenficeship wifh a 
licensed falconer and become certi¬ 
fied wifh fhe sfafe's Deparfmenf of 
Game and Inland Fisheries fo pos¬ 
sess and hunf wifh rapfors. If fakes 
seven years fo become a Master 
Falconer such as Bill Harry (of 
Vienna, Va.), who participated af fhe 
Library's evenf and also serves as 
Secrefary/Treasurer of fhe Virginia 
Falconers Associafion. Harry has 
flown birds for over sixfy years and 
became an apprentice in his early 
feen years. Master falconers may 
keep up fo five birds af one time. 

Falconry is fhe only legally-rec¬ 
ognized sporf in fhe United Sfafes 
where individuals may keep wild 
animals for fhe purpose of hunting. 
Licensed falconers may frap and 
capfure birds from fhe wild and 
fhen frain fhem. Chichesfer 
described fhe ridge frap in which 
falconers hide in a blind and use a 
fefhered pigeon as bail. The rela- 
fionship befween falconer and bird 
is mufually advanfageous - fhe rap- 
for receives shelfer, protection from 
predators, and food in exchange for 
ifs capfivify. "They don'f sfay wifh 
us because fhey love us," explained 
Eva King of Keswick, Va., while 
exhibiting her kesfrel, Annie. "Life 
in fhe wild is really hard...buf life 
wifh us is cake. Whefher you cafch 
fhaf squirrel or nof, you'll still gef 
your dinner." 

During fhe flying demonsfrafion 
af fhe Hill School, Eva and Annie 
demonsfrafed fhe use of fhe lure as 
a fraining fool. Bail (in fhis insfance, 
a quail leg) is inserted info fhe cen- 
fer of a round leafher lure. The lure 
is attached fo a rope known as a cre- 
ance. Eva swung fhe lure in a large 
circle and released Annie info fhe 
air. After a couple affempfs, Annie 
sfruck fhe lure and was rewarded 
for her work. The little kesfrel fore af 
fhe quail leg ravenously, hunched 
over her quarry in a posfure known 
as "manfling." 

While fhe birds are in capfivify.

fhey are sometimes kepf in enclo¬ 
sures known as mews during fhe 
hunting season, which lasfs from 
October until March. Some falconers 
release fheir birds back fo fhe wild af 
fhe conclusion of fhe hunting season, 
while ofhers keep fhem over fhe 
summer while fhey molf, or grow 
new feafhers. 

Visitors had fhe opporfunify fo 
meef many kinds of birds, bofh pure¬ 
bred and hybrid variefies. Arc, a 
handsome falcon belonging fo 
Andrew and Eva King, is a cross 
befween fhe very large Arctic- 
dwelling Gyrfalcon and a Saker fal¬ 
con, which comes from fhe Middle 
Easf. Two peregrine falcons were 
presenf: duPonf's Sadie Hawkins 
and Harry's peregrine falcon, VAPA, 
named for fhe bird's long-disfance 
flighf befween fhe sfafes of Virginia 
and Pennsylvania. Peregrines are fhe 
fasfesf raptor used in falconry and 
can attain speeds of 130 mph. Elfie, a 
Red-fail hawk broughf by 
Chichesfer, excifed fhe crowd when 
she emerged from her fraveling box, 
or "gianf hood" wifh wings flapping. 
Ray Miller of Fronf Royal, Va., 
broughf a Harris' hawk, a breed 
from fhe American Soufhwesf which 
hunfs cooperafively wifh ofher 
Harris' hawks in groups.

Book Review 

Mike Heck. Spring Creek Strategies: 
Hatches, Patterns, and Techniques. 
New Cumberland and Mechanics- 
burg, Pa.: Headwater Books and 
Stackpole Books, 2008.166 pages. 

Mike Heck's Spring Creek 
Strategies is a must read for fly fish¬ 
ermen. Heck, an Orvis-endorsed 
guide and fly designer from 
Chambersburg, Pa., devotes chap- 
fers fo fhe definition of a spring 
creek, various flies, fechniques, 
observing predafor behavior, and 
preserving fhe fragile existence of 
fhese unique wafers. 

Heck grew up in Fayeffeville, Pa. 
near Falling Spring Branch in 
Chambersburg, Pa. The book is well 
illusfrafed wifh many picfures of 
Falling Spring Branch, Leforf Spring 
Run (Carlisle, Pa.), Big Springs 
(Newville, Pa.) and ofher spring 
creeks nationwide. 

In a chapfer on defining spring 
creeks, Heck confrasfs freesfone 
sfreams wifh spring creeks. "Unlike 
mosf freesfone sfreams, classic 
spring creeks or limesfoners, derive 
mosf of fheir flow from an under¬ 
ground source and subsequenfly 
are influenced by fhe region's geol¬ 
ogy-" 

Heck sfafes fhaf spring creeks are 
rare and consfifufe only a fraction 
of fhe frouf sfreams worldwide. 
"Buf where I live in soufh-cenfral 
Pennsylvania, we are blessed wifh 
an abundance of fhem. Parf of a 
limesfone belf fhaf sfarfs in Virginia 
and runs info Maryland, 
Pennsylvania is one of fhe mosf fer- 
file, spring creek rich areas in fhe 
world," Heck says. The characteris¬ 
tics of spring creeks are a limesfone 
or volcanic geology, high ph levels, 
low gradienf fhaf begins in valleys, 
cold wafer fhroughouf fhe summer, 
sfable flow year-round and an 
abundance of fish and insecfs. 

An imporfanf chapfer, "Thinking 
Like a Predafor," describes fhe greaf 
blue heron, found on many sfreams 
and rivers here in fhe Easf. "The 
firsf of many fhings I noficed was 
fhe way fhe heron was camou¬ 
flaged. Alfhough fhe heron is gray, 
fhe dull feafhers never reflecfed 
sunlighf," Heck explains. "Ifs over¬ 
all dull appearance blended per- 



fecfly wifh shadows and dark 
places around fhe sfream's edges, 
and from a frouf's viewpoinf, 
herons mafch fhe sky, making fhem 
virfually invisible." He adds fhaf 
anglers should emulafe fhe heron 
as much as possible, and should 
refrain from wearing brighf clofhes 
fo spook fhe frouf, wading info fhe 
sfream and casfing wifhouf observ¬ 
ing whaf fhe fish is doing or feed¬ 
ing upon. One should remain, like 
fhe heron, as motionless as possi¬ 
ble. 

In fhe fechniques chapfer, fishing 
nymphs and dry flies are nofed, buf 
nymphs provide an imporfanf edge 
fo fhe fly fisherman. "Whenever I 
arrive af fhe sfream and firsf look af 
fhe surface, if fhere is no acfivify, I 
mosf offen swifch fo a nymph," 
Heck says. 

The Spring Creek conservafion 
chapfer defails some problems fac¬ 
ing spring creeks such as housing 
developmenf, caffle grazing in fhe 
sfream, and fhe use of explosives fo 
blasf rock fhaf can drasfically 
change how fhe wafer flows, efc. 

Heck singles ouf Falling Spring 
Branch as one conservafion success 
sfory. "Many areas of fhe sfream 
were once wide and flaf. Concerned 
fly fishermen formed fhe Falling 
Spring Greenway (FSG) and fhe 
Falling Spring Trouf Unlimifed 
Chapfer affer wafching a once- 
healfhy sfream falfer." Wifh fhe 
help of landowners efforfs fo 
resfore fhe sfream began in fhe mid 
1970's. Granfs were received from 
fhe sfafe's fish and boaf commis¬ 
sion, Heck adds.
